Vo-Ed  Grant  Proposals  Sought 

Schools  will  receive  information  this  month  on  submitting  pro- 
posals for  funds  from  the  Carl  Perkins  Vocational  Education  Act,  a 
federal  program  to  improve  vocational  education.  The  deadline  for 
submitting  proposals  is  January  19, 1987. 

The  funds  require  a  50-50  match  and  will  'oe  available  in  July  1987. 
Grants  may  be  requested  under  26  categories,  such  as  handicapped,  dis- 
advantaged, guidance,  adult  training  and  retraining  and  other  areas.
